I clean it three 
times a day, yet my face is 
always full of blackheads. I 
press them out and then in 
about three weeks they cre 
there again. If I don’t press 
them out they turn into lit- 
tle bumps. The pressing and 
squeczing is not good tor my 
skin; it causes scars and 
large pores, but what can I 
do? ° 

“T noticed that you said 
to watch the diet and 
health. So many beauty 
writers say that, but do not 
go into detail about it. Will 
you please use that as a 
top.c and tell us just what 
to eat and what to avoid, 
what to do and what not to 
do when we are troubled 
with blaekheads and clogged 
pores? I think that fifty per 
cent of the girls .are troubled 
with blaekheads, and if you 
will tell us more about the 
condition you will help thou- 
sands.—College Girls.” 


ANSWER: All right, No. 1. 
You may use ice all you wish if 
your skin is not extremely thin 
and sensitive. It is the best and 
the safest astringent you can 
find. 

Witch hazel is also a good 
astringent and may be used un- 
diluted if your skin tends to be a 
little oily. For a: normal, or dry, 
sensitive skin, however, you can 
dilute the witch hazel with rose 
water and with part berie acid 
solution. Your skin should feel 
pleasantly toned and refreshed 
after using. If it feels tight and 
dry, then the soluition is a bit 
too strong for you and more rose 
water shouid be added. 

No. 3-should use a good soap. 
warm water and a camplexion 
brush for cleansing lier skin-- 
three times a day. In place of 
seap you might like to use one of 
the = granulated-soap-almond- 
meal % eparations I have men- 
tioned in my columns before.

MONG the favorite recipes 
at this season of the ycar 

are those for ‘‘kuche::” or plain 
eoffee cake. Given ‘simple basic 
recipes you can make all kinds of 
sweet breads, cinnsvaon buns, 
Swedish rings or vich, fruity 
cakes for a warm, heariy dos- 
sert. Serve these swe ct breads 
for breakfast, for afternoon tea 
or for a late supper. 

Choose Your Method 

You can make these sweet. ho’ 
hveads by either a lous mehod 
or a short one, Cepinding on 
whether you use veast or baking 
powder as you leavening agent. 
Yeast doughs are really casy to 
Prepare and, to my mind, most 
satisfactory for some types of 
sweet treads. One of the most 
important things to remember 
about yeast doughs is that you 
must watch the tempcrature so 
the dough will rise properly and 
hake it at a temperature that is 
hie. enough to prevent over- 
r’sing. 

For evernight. rising the tem- 
perature should be «around 70 
degrees Fahrenheit end 80 de- 
grees for daytime rising If the 
dcugh is kept at too nigh a tem- 
rerature the dough may fall and 
five a bread that is heavy and 
sour. Let the dough rise until 
it is double its bfilk and bake in 
a hot oven (425 degrces F.) for 
the first ton minutes then reduce 
the heat and finish baking. 

Yeast Kuchen 

Here is the basic :ecipe for 
the yeast “kuchen.’ Dissolve one 
cake of compressed yeast in one- 
half cup of scalded milk that has 
been cooled to lukewarm. Add 
one teaspoon sugar and one- 
fourth teaspoon salt and stir in 
one cup of sifted tlour. Mix 
thoroughly and put in a warm 
piace to rise from cne to two 
hours. ‘To one cup of scalded 
wilk add three-fourths cup 
shortening; a scant cup of sugar. 
one teaspoon salt and = cool 
sliehtly. When Jukewarm add the 
yolks of three egg¢s, well beaten, 
then stir into the sponge and 
add five cups of sifted flour 
Knead until the douga is smooth 
and: ‘lastic. Cover slightly and 
let rise until double in bulk.

It strikes me that one 1eason 
why rrowing bovs do not give 
way to tears as readily as grow- 
ing girls is that tears ate re- 
garded as unmmanly. Fiom earl- 
iest ‘ehitdthood the average boy 
is inured to a degree of stoicism. 
Girls, as a rule, do not have the 
edavantages of such early train- 
ing. 

There are times, to be sure. 
when tears are necessary. as a 
relicf from emotiona! strain, for 
example. This applies to boys 
and girls alike. At such times 
the parental attitude should be 
one of understanding: “Have a 
eood cry. It wil) make vou feel 
better.” By “helping a child to 
cry by showing him that he has 
cause ‘to feél aggrieved we do 
more than sanction tears, when 
fate has dealt’ kim a hard blow. 
We really are helping him to 
have a “quick” ery. 

To advise parents not to tol- 
erate tears is dangerous aavice. 
After all we have no way of see- 
ixg into the hearts and minds 
of children: we have no way of 
kncwing what frustrations have 
prompted a sense of futility— 
end the tears. And until we can 
find out, and we cannot: find out 
until the child stops crying and 
sveaks ¢coherently.‘ the kindest 
thing ‘is to leave the child alone 
to cry it out. :

In May, .902, 
Congress was about to yote on a 
bill for building the canal 
through Niearagua when Bunau- 
Varilla profited from a catas- 
trophe to. swing the deal. 
. Mount Pelee erupted in. Mar- 
finique, killing 30,000 persons. It 
took the French engineer but a 
few minutes to produce atlases 
and tc show Congress that Nica- 
ragua was on volcanic soil. This 
was denicd, but the Prenchman 
stuck to his convictions and won.
